The publication of the Admlrall 
ty list today showed that 15 espeC' 
ially designed ships described as 
mine-sweeping trawlers had arriv- 
ed at Gibraltar from

the person threatening: the kid- 
naping was a former convict. 


King Leopold's children, who

Her back and head 
were burned and lacerated by the 
explosion. 
McCoy was seriously 


Injured, part of one ear being 
blown away. 


Capt. Blaine Steed of the police 
homicide squad said he concluded 
Dr. Moriarty, an economics expert, 
touched off the crude black pow- 
der bomb in despondency over fi- 
nancial losses from California and 
Mexican mining speculations. 
Prof. T. R. Ross, director of 


business research at 
U. S. C., 
where Dr. Morarlty taught eco- 
nomics, was reported' by Capt. 
Steed as saying an Intimation of 


suicide had come a few days ago. 
"I won't be here next year, and 
I'm going to take a lot of people 
with me. Dr. Morarity'was quot- 
ed as declaring. Prof. Ross said 
he did not take the statement 
seriously at the time, 
From his hospital cot, McCoy 


told police Dr, Morarlty had ask- 
eed to go on a pleasure ride last 
night, taking his wife and their 
dog with him.

Failure of the social sci 


ences to keep pace with 
physical 
science 
progress 


was blamed for the bewil- 
derment and instability of 
many modern homes by Mrs. 
S. M. N. Marrs of Austin, 
former president of the Na- 
tional Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, in speaking on "Home, 
the Index to National Life," at the 
Wednesday evening session of the 
eighth annual 
meeting 
of the 


twelfth district Texas Congress of 
Parents and Tn.chers in the Senior 
high school auditorium. 
At 7 o'clock Wednesday evening 


the 
delegates 
were 
entertained 


•with a, banquet by the Corsicana 
PTA City-Council in the cafeteria 
of the high school. Mrs. Fcstus A. 
Pierce, council president, presided 
at the banquet and members of the 
district council and state represent- 
atives were introduced. 
The convention session was then 


recessed to the auditorium of the 
high school for the evening pro- 
gram, which was opened by selec- 
tions by the State Home band un- 
der the direction of Joel C. Trimble, 
and included 
a 
military march, 


"Joyridero" by King, a descriptive 
o v e r t u r e 
"Saskatchewan" 
by 


Holmes, and an arrangement from 
Bizet's "L'Arlealcnne" suite, "Inter- 
mezzo." 
An innovation in convention num- 


bers was next presented in the per- 
formance of the "Mother Singers, 
their first appearance in this dis- 
trict. The group was composed of 
singers from all parts of the dis- 
trict under the direction of Mrs. 
Mabel Durst Hail of Crockatt, with 
Miss Stella Mildred Younas as ac- 
companist. They opened their con- 
cert with a 
version of Brahms 
"Lullaby," which was followed by 
"When 'the Banjo Starts to Play" 
by Wilson, and the group was clos- 
ed with a rollicking PTA song. 
Playlet Presented 


Progress in -education, ideals, and 


the place of woman In everyday 
life was next presented by several 
students of the Home Economics 
department of the Corsicana high 
school under the direction of Mrs. 
Murphy Williams in the form of a 
playlet, "Martha Washington Re- 
turns." The stape scene depicted a 
junior laboratory where students 
directed the healthful activities of 
small children during the day as a 
part of their studies. The change 
in the various modes was pictur- 
esquely presented through dialogue 
between "Martha," 
and 
various 


members of tho class. 


MTS. Poifus N. Elliott, soprano, 
was next presented, singing "Hills 
of Home" by Pox at the request of 
th^e local officials. She was accom- 
panied by Miss Margaret Pannllt 
at the piano. 
Mrs. C. O. Pollard, district presi- 


dent, took charge of the program 
and presented Mrs. Fred Porter of 
Temple, state president's represent- 
ation,-who Extended greetings from 
the president and the state board, 
pointing out that the conferences 
afforded an opportunity for the re- 
newal of courage and a revival of 
the determination to make a real 
contribution to the solutions of the 
problems of the day. She declared 
that it would be "terrible to be a 
.nation of adults." 
Introduced Mrs. Marrs. 


Mrs. 
R. M. Carter of Sherman, 
member of the state board, was 
presented to introduce tho main 
speaker of the evening. She re- 
called that Mrs. S. M. N. Marrs 
had attended 
the 
organization 


meeting of the Texas Congress of 
Parents and Teachers and had 
been active in congress 
affairs 
since that time, serving as district 
president, state president, and na- 
tional vice-president and president 
/or long terms, nnd had made 
many outstanding contributions to 
child welfare. 


• 
In her prefatory remarks, Mrs. 


Marrs said that she had devoted 
more than a. quarter of a century 
to the work of the parents and 
teachers and that her only regret 
was that she had been unable to 
render better service, and that 
she could not have made a better 
investment. 
She recalled a previous visit to 


Corsicana when she spoke to the 
graduating class of 
the 
State 
Home and in the evening filled 
the pulpit of the First Christian 
church. She said that, she was also 
pleased to know that some Corsl- 
canans remembered her previous 


Taking up the theme of the con- 


ference, "The Home, the Index to 
National Life," Mrs. Marrs said 
that it might be paraphrased to 
read "As Is the Home, so is the 
Nation," and 
that, it might be 


stated in reverse and bo equally 
true. The Successful Home. 


She said that the unit of Amer- 


ican life Is tho home and family 
and the source of all good, and 
pointed out that the welfare of 
the nation and home were intci- 
dependent. Sho drew an analogy 
between the principles 
of 
the 


founding of 
thcr nation as pre- 


sented in the preamble to the lea- 
era 1 constitution, and 
the 
prin- 
ciples 
upon 
which 
successful 


homes are founded. 
The speaker called attention to 


the fact that daily from the pul- 
pit and the press the importance 
of 
the home in the development 


or character is 
presented, 
and 


alongside it arc the charges that 
the home is failing to meet its 
obligations 
and 
responsibilities. 


She admitted that much had been 
naid about the situation in the 
past but little donn about it. 


Today fhe reported signs of Im- 


provement, pointing out that the 
home wa? changing just as the^na- 
tion was changing and that both 
might 
bR 
said 
in 
hp 
passing 


through B period of "adolescence 
with all of Its problem*. She class- 
ified modern hnmns In three di- 
visions the good, the bad, and the 
bewildered. 
Home Problems Same. 


Unbalanced 
.•-rientific 
prograss 


was given as the reason for much 
of the bewilderment because the 
social branches had not kept pace 
with the physical branches and 
left the people unprepared for the 


constantly changing vista of life. 
Mrs. 
Marrs asserted that the real 
cause of the bewilderment was the 
unwillingness to turn loose the old 
ways and take hold of the new to 
make the most of present oppor- 
tunities. Home problems have al- 
ways been the 
same 
According 


to the speaker, and only the meth- 
od of approach Is different, the 
main Issue wait not how much 
could be done for th« child but 
how well the home does the things 
that are left for It do do. 


She charged the home with the 


responsibility for four main «c- 
tivltles Including the interpreta- 
tion of facts learned from various 
sources, lessons in fellowship, the 
giving of direction to activities, 
and the encouragement of develop- 
ment. She asserted that the last 
stronghold of American life was 
the home, and its purposes and 
activities must not be diverted to 
other agencies. 
Some Frogreu M«de. 


Mrs. 
Marrs declared that some 


progress in the solution of the 
many problems was being made 
because the home-makers had fin- 
ally realized the reason for their 
bewilderment 
and 
the 
need of 


help and study and are now call- 
ing in expert assistance. She point- 
ed out that recently courses had 
been demanded in American col- 
leges on marriage an family re- 
lationships, and 
these 
studies 


•would inevitably result 
In 
im- 


provement. 
Mrs. Pollard expressed apprecia- 


tion to the speaker for her visit 
to the conference and her inspira- 
tional address, 'and also thanked 
all of the others who had appear- 
ed on the program. 


Mrs. 
Raymond Robbins of Ath- 
ens was presented and delivered 
certificates for the completion of 
the home study courses, started 
nine years ago by Mrs. Marrs. She 
reported that thirty women in the 
district had completed the work 
during the year" and awarded nine- 
teen certificates Wednesday eve- 
ning. 


Mrs. 
Marrs paid tribute to Mrs. 


Robbins for her 'years of PTA 
service and recalled that\ she was 
one of the first to attempt and 
complete the study course. 


Mrs. 
Carter expressed her pleas- 


ure at being able to attend the 
conference and extended an Invi- 
tation to Twelfth district mem- 
bers to attend the annual confer- 
ence of the Second district open- 
ing at Gainesville next week. 


Wednesday Afternoon. 


Portions of the panel discus- 


sions necessarily postponed* from 
the morning session by the ar- 
rival of the 
lunch hour, were 


taken up and completed at the be- 
ginning of the Wednesday after- 
noon session, concluding with the 
report of the retiring president. 


A paper on "A Parent's View- 


point" by Mrs. J. F. Wright of 
Henderson was one of the high- 
lights of the afternoon session. On 
previous presentations at various 
meetings In East Texas the pa- 
per is reported to have evoked 
considerable interest and favor- 
able comment. Mrs.- Wright Is the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Tom 
M. Cobb of Corsicana, and a na- 
tive of this city and in her in- 
troductory remarks paid striking 
tribute to her "home" community. 


The speaker pointed out 
that 


Corsicana had always been a city 
of cultural accomplishments and 
good schools because it was set- 
tled by people from the cultural 
centers of the 
old South who 


knew the necessity of such ac- 
complishments. 
She recalled the 


good music, 
churches, 
flowers, 


neighbors, schoolmates, and civic 
institutions such as 
public 
li- 


braries and others, and asserted 
that she was proud she was a 
native of Corsicana and had a 
pardonable pride in having spent 
her earlier years in the city. 


Varying Yardsticks. 


Turning then to her paper on 


"A Parent's Viewpoint" the speak- 
er asserted that the average par- 
ent does not look at a schooi In 
terms of curriculum, a source of 
training or any similar yardstick, 
but views it in the good that it 
docs his own child and with so 
many parents with varying yard- 
sticks, it was no wonder that 
opinions were extremely 
diver- 


gent. 


In responss to the question "Is 


the school meeting the demands 
of my child?" the speaker said 
that the parents might well ap- 
ply the same questions to them 
selves and make a real study of 
the 
problem. 
She 
delved 
into 


the aims of the schools and de- 
mands made upon them, 
and 


stated that the principal aim of 
the schools was 
to train 
the 


youth and prepare them for daily 
living. 


She declared that there could 


be no finer motives for schools 
or parents than the training of 
the youth for real living. 
She 


mentioned the high ambitions and 
aspirations 
which 
each 
parent 


has for his child, and also men- 
tioned the many "ifs" usually en- 
countered. 


Minimize Present, 


Mrs. 
Wright declared that the 


%veaUness of parents of today was 
in 
minimizing the present, and 


spending too much time on fu- 
ture plans and dreams. She as- 
serted that today was very im- 
portant, and that the supplying 
of a child with a good book at 
the present time would probably 
do as much good as giving him 
a library later. She took up the 
requirements of the schools of to- 
day 
which 
included 
sufficient 


previous training and the ability 
to assimilate the information giv- 
en the children. 


Turning 
then 
to 
the 
ichool 


year, the speaker itemized the 
hours spent in various forms of 
activity, and pointed 
out 
that 


many opportunities to help the 
child develop 
were 
overlooked 


In 
the 
home. 
She stated 
that 


conversation was rapidly becom- 
ing a lost art because of lack of 
training In the homes. 
She In- 


sisted that the parents ask them- 
selves if they were making the 
best use of the materials offered

mobile writer calls "pretty 
close to perpetual motion"

honored to have the first woman 
district judge In Texas to make 
the principal address, and out- 
lined her accomplishments In the 
state legislature in 1931 and later 
as the first woman district judg« 
in the state. He said sTie Is well 
qualified t'o be a judge, because 
she graduated from George Wash- 
ington University; 
she 
has 
a 
bright mind; an ability to work 
and an inherent sense of honesty 
and right. He further declared 
that in jHidge Hughes, Dallas has 
the county's most capable talent 
on the bench, and that fact Is 
attested to by every member of 
the Dallas bar. 


Presented Judce Hughes. 
At this time Mr. Jester pre- 


sented Judge Hughes. 
She said In opening that the 
year's slogan of the Business and 
Professional Women's club Is "Ef- 
fective Democracy." 


"I'm sure none of you here to- 
night would want to change our 
democracy, but I'm equally ag sure 
that some of you might want to 
change the ways it is administer- 
ed." the speaker declared. 
She gave the 
ancient 
Greek 


definition 
and Webster's 
defini- 
tion of Democracy, and maintain- 
ed that the word means "a state 
where the power resides In the 
people." 


Judge Hughe* said the word 


will take on different meanings 
in 
various 
communities. 
and 


nointed out that in an early New 
England small town the laws were 
made by everyone attending 
a 
town meeting. In larger centers 
such a procedure Is Irrmoasible. 
she went on. and people elect 
their representatives to go to a 
legislature to make their laws. 


Tho democracv 
conceived 
by 
Jefferson when he wrote the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 
Judge 


Hughes declared, was not a pure 
democracy, in the. strictest sense, 
but WRS concerned with the mak- 
intr of laws by representation. 


The speaker asked xyhat Is an 
effective democracy, 


Will of Majority. 
She answered the ciuestlon by 
stating it Is one In which every- 
one takes an Interest, and 
is 
guided by the will of the majority. 
"We do not have such a condi- 
tion 
today," Judge Hughes ex- 
plained. 


"We do not hav« a government 
by the people. 
The hotels 
In 


Austin and Washington are filled 
to overflowing with persons who 
are working for laws that Interest 
rot the state or nation as a whole, 
but which interest a 
minority 
group," she said. 


The 
outstanding Instance 
of 
lawmaking by a minority group, 
as pointed out by Judge Huehes. 
was the passage of the soldiers' 
bonus bill, which was sponsored 
by the American Legion. 
"Most bills are prepared, not by 


the legislators themselves, but bv 
representatives of special Inter- 
ests." she went on. 


"rt Is true In some Instances 
that we have a government by 
the people, and those cases are 
where the people rise up and de- 


mand certain legislation. 
Such 
legislation Isn't necessarily right, 
but it is significant to notice that 
it is demanded by the people," 
Judge Hughes said. ' 


Three Cases Named. 
Three cases were named, in- 


cluding the passage of a bill con- 
serving natural gas; another re- 
moving the' pardoning power of 
the governor and placing it in the 
board of pardons, and a third 
where drivers of motor vehicles 
must have divers' licenses. 


Youigee. then, what public opin- 


ion will do when it is efficiently 
and .effectively harnessed 
If the 
United States voting power 
was 
harnessed and as well organized 
as the American Legion, we would 
have a country more nearly gov- 
erner by the people," Judge Hugh- 
es continued. * 
"Do we have 
a government 


guaranteeing life, liberty and pur- 
suit of happiness?" the speaker 
asked. She answered in the nega- 
tive, and pointed to the twelve 
and a half million persons depend- 
ent upon WPA projects for their 
living. 
Judge Hughes declared 
these 


persons do not have happiness 
and liberty as others know it, and 
that judged by Jefferson's and 
Lincoln's standards "we do not 
have a government by the people 
and for the people." 
The speaker pointed to the sur- 


pluses in many products, and to 
the 
near-starving 
conditions of 


millions of people In the United 
States, 


What Is Wrong;. 


"What is wrong with a type of 
government that has people starv- 
ing In a land of plenty—how can 
we increase the purchasing power 
of those hungry persons, in order 
that they can buy the supluses of 
other groups?" she asked. 


That.Is the question that faced 
the 
democratic 
administration 


when President 
Roosevelt was 
inaugurated. 
That was the pur- 
pose of the NRA, which proposed 
to increase wages, decrease hours 
and put many others to work. 
That was the 
purpose of the 


AAA. 
This was not passed so 
much as a land 
conservation 
measure, but more to Increase the 
purchasing power of the farmers, 
so they could consume more man- 
ufactured goods," Judge Hughes 
continued. 
She went on: 
"Likewise, the 


purpose of the Economic Security 
bill proposed to increase the pur- 
chasing power of certain groups

failure of democracy," the speak- 
er declared, 'Is the lack of edu- 
cation among the people." 


"If 
you will 
do these three 
things I've mentioned, the masses 
will become better educated, and 
that will result in a government 
by the people," she said. 


Judge Hughes said in closing: 
"If we have »iore Intelligent pub- 
lic opinion, we will come more 
closely to h:»ing a government 
by the people, which naturally will 
be a government for the people, 
and one which will come close to 
the ideals of effective democracy 
set up by Jefferson and Lincoln."

_j_(/P)—Offering the sugges- 
tion that the active working 
years of every American 
breadwinner be limited to 
47; President Roosevelt had 
placed before the nation to- 
day a broad outline of the 
new deal's position on the major 
problem of unemployment. 


Amid the cheers of supporters 


who had gathered for a democrat- 
ic rally after an old-time torch- 
light parade last night, Mr. Roose- 
velt called on youth to be "social 
pioneers" and help "bring under 
control the forces of modern so- 


Devoting most of his address to 


a discussinn of continuing large- 
scale unemployment, the President 
promised that it would he attack- 
ed "from every conceivable angle" 
But it was his suggestion for lim- 
its on the wage-earning life span 
that aroused much discussion and 
speculation today. 
Raisins the question whether It 


Is not "possible and right to limit 
the active working ages at both 
ends." Mr. 'Roosevelt said: 


"Work out for yourselves what 


would happen if all the boys and 
all the girls of 14 and 15 and 16 
and 17 who are now working in 
industry, 
found 
It possible 
to 


stay In school until they were 
at least 19 years old. How many 
jobs would that give to the young 
people of the nation who have 
graduated from high school and 
from college? x x x 


Retire At Sixty-Five. 
"In the same way. ask yourself 


how many jobs would be created 
if the great majority of people 
who are now over 65—to take 
a figure at random—were in a 
position to retire in security for 
the balance of their days 
on 


earth." 
Mr. Roosevelt did not Indicate 


whether 
the 
administration 
is 


planning specific proposals along 
these lines, beyond the social se-

ALLOWED TO SELL 
COTTON UNDER LOAN 


WASHINGTON, April H.-fSV- 


Commodity 
corporation 
officials 


said today application forms for 
farmers who wish to sell cotton 
lield under 12-cent loans are in 
the mails and movement of 1,000- 
000 bales to market should begin 
tomorrow or Thursday 


Approximately 
4,500,000 
bales 


from the 1934 crop are held under 
12-cent loans. The corporation re- 
cently announced a plan for re- 
lease 
nf 1,000,000 bales of this 
amount. 


The applications will be avail- 


able at the RFC loan agencies or 
the county agents' 
offices, 
offi- 
cials said, and the cotton will be 
released under « policy of "first 
come, first served." After farmers 
have applied for release of 1000,- 
000 bales the release automatically 
will be slopped. 


To obtain release of the cotton, 
producers must pay a price equal 
to a quarter of a cent a pound 
less than the average spot, price 
of cotton, but not less than 11-25 
cents a pound.

DALLAS, April 14.—(/P>—D. P. 


Trent, 
regional 
director of the 


resettlement 
administration, 
an- 


nounced today the purchase of 
5,000 acres of land 
in 
Harris 


county, 20 miles east of Hous- 
ton, had been authorized. 


It was understood from unoffi- 


cial sources the project would in- 
volve expenditure of $1,140,000. 


The tract will be divided into 


120 sections for sale to landless 
farmers, he said. Selected tenants 
from 13 counties will be placed on 
the tracts under a 5-year lease 
contract. 


Trent said final plans for build- 


ings and arrangements 
of 
the 


farms have been 
approved 
in 


Washington 
and 
construction 


would begin soon. 


The regional manager said sales 


contracts will be made with ten- 
ants at any time within the 5- 
year lease period when the reset- 
tlement administration considers 
they have demonstrated ability to 
pay. 
, 


H« said the 5,000 acres to be 


purchased was selected as one of 
the best tracts of the fertile Lake 
Charles clay. The half-dozen fam- 
ilies now occupying the tract may 
be resettled on the project, he 
said. 


Planned Farm Program. 
Vegetable and fruit farming will 


play an important part 
in 
the 


carefully 
mapped 
out 
program 


which each farmer would be ex- 
pected to follow, he said. 


"Three types of 
farm 
plans 


have been worked out," he said. 
"One 
calls for 40 acres, one for 


45 acres and one for 71 acres. 
The smallest unit 
will 
depend 


largely upon truck crops, while 
the larger will be devoted to cot- 
ton, 
livestock and general farm 


crops.

"The usual ratio of Investments 


of buildings and land in this area 
is about 35 per cent for buildings 
and 65 per cent for land, but due 
to the low rate of interest and 
long amortization period, we feel 
justified 
in widening this ratio 
considerably. 


"We will give these purchasers 


houses and farms well above the 


average for this state, yet we 
will require no large annual pay- 
ments than they would nominally 
pay as rent on 
less 
desirable 


holdings. 


Forty-Tear Amortization. 


"The purchase price of the aver- 


age farm will be amortized with- 
in 40 years at the rate • of $315 
annually. 


"Of the 120 houses to be built, 


32 will be three rooms, 62 four 
rooms, 22 five rooms, and 
four, 


six rooms. There will be 17 dif- 
ferent designs. 


"The barns will have accomo- 


dations for work 
animals, 
two 


cows, ten tons of hay, 600 bushels 
of grain and will contain a work 
shop and storage spaces for im- 
plements, an automobile and a 
wagon. 


"Counties from which we will 
draw tenants are Brazorla, Cham- 
bers, Fort Bend, Galveston, Har-

COLD, FLOODS ANO 
TORNADOES RAVISH 


NATIONJECENTLY 


UNUSUALLY COLD WINTER 
FOLLOWED BY FLOODS AND 


DEATH-DEALING WINDS 


, ,NEW YORK, April 14.— 
(IP)—Nature, attacking with 
every means at its command 
in one of its greatest offen- 
sives in years, has caused 1,- 
300 deaths in the 
United 


States since Jan. 1. 


An unusually cold winter 


took 
a heavy 
toll, and 
spring 


thaws brought heavy floods which 
drowned hundreds. Southern tor- 
nadoes completed the disaster roll. 


An associated 
Press 
survey 


showed at least 542 persons died 
from causes related to the severe- 
ly cold weather, 648 from torna- 
does, gales and lightning, and 214 
from floods. 


Tornadoes at Tupelo, Miss., and 


Gainesville, Ga., and the floods at 
Pittsburgh, 
Johnstown, Pa., and 


Wheeling, W. Va., took th« heavi- 
est toll. 


The American Red Cross esti- 


mated that besides lives lost, ma- 
jor and minor disasters injured 
4,924 persons, affected 622,060, de- 
stroyed 6,583 homes and damaged 
44,629. Property damage ran into 
hundreds of millions of dollars. 


Only five states—Arizona, Lou- 


isiana, Nevada, New Mexico, and 
Texas did not report any deaths. 


The freighter Iowa was wreck- 


ed in a gale off the Oregon coast, 
with 34 members of the crew los- 
ing their lives.

though in a few cases they are 
estimated on the basis of avail- 
able figures.

mile wide section of the eastern 
outskirts of Midland counted ex-

Several buildings and the ath- 
letic grand stand at the Mirland 
county fair grounds were blown 
down, nearby tourist camps wero 
damaged and debris blocked State 
.Highway No. 1, a main east-west 
road. Wire communications east- 
ward weer disrupted for several 
hours. 
An extremely high, but straight 


wind caused minor damages in 
Midland. 
A light rain fell after 


the storm passed.

BRITAIN BACKING 


PROPOSED UNITED 


STATESJF ARABIA 


PARIS, April 14.—(/PV-A propo- 


sal for a "United States of Ara- 
bia," nationalist sources said to- 
day, is being promoted by Britain 
in an effort to align the Arabs 
against any further Italian ex- 
pansion in the Red Sea region. 


The dream of an Arabian em- 


pire, composed of most of 
the 


kingdoms, 
mandated 
territories 


and 
protectorates 
forming 
the 


Arabian peninsula, was believed 
by many nationalists to be mov- 
ing rapidly toward fulfillment. 


The Paris newspaper Le Jour- 


nal, asking what was behind the 
movement for Arab unity, said: 


"The idea comes'naturally that 


England, • after taking advantage 
of division of Arabs in the past, 
deems it opportune to unite them 
at a time when Italy has shown 
itself stronger than London be- 
lieved. 


"It is certain that if the Ital- 


ians complete their triumph in 
Ethiopia, their activity In the Red 
Sea will expand." 


The vision of Arab unionists, 
as expressed by nationalists, was 
one of a loose confederation, virt- 
ually free from European domi- 
nation, and with the units 
re- 


taining their own rulers and gov- 
er-.ments. 


Favorable signs were seen 
In 


recent 
events—demonstrations of 


greater unity among the Arabs, 
and a disposition on the part of 
European powers to withdraw to 
some extent from the levant. 


Ths proposed United States of 


Arabia would have a population 
of almost 10,000,000 and an area 
of more than 
1,000,000 
square 


miles, about half of It desert, on 
the peninsula across the Red Sea 
from East Africa, scene of Italy's 
campaign of conquest. 


The empire envisioned by Arab 


patriots probably would include 
Syria, the Lebanaon 
Republica, 


the Arabian 
Saudian 
Kingdom 


(formerly Hejaz and 
Nejd) 
the 


Klng-dom of Iraw, the Imamate 
of Yemen, the Sultanate of Ku- 
weit, the Sultanate of Oman and 
possibly 
Transjordan, 
mandated 


to Britain, and Aden, British pro- 
tectorate. 


The inclusion of Palestine, also 


at present under British man- 
date, is regarded as less likely.

Termination of the proceedings 
today came after 'Committeemen 
had asked Grunwald whom he so- 
licited for support in Nebraska.

which Long was employed. He 
quoted Spangler as having said 
he was acting for Joseph L, Gut- 
Hng, one of the defense attorn- 
eys. 


The Juror was called by tha 


prosecution as a witness to sub- 
stantiate Its motion for a mis- 
trial on the ground of jury-tam- 
pering. 


"He (Spangler) wanted to know

related. "I said, 'no.' and he said 
Td •. like you to.'
